OLD AND NEW BATTLE NAMES 

Hard to •••taw Appropriate Appella- 
tion* Upon Conflict* Having 
Wise Front a. 

There seems to hare been little trou- 
ble In the past In naming batttet, al- 
though even Waterloo It called Qtiatre 
Urns by the French. Bat on the whole 
a nam* aeems to have attached It- 
•elf to a battle quite naturally, like 
Blenheim, Tatavera, Jena, Leipzig, the 
Nile and Trafalgar. 

But In the great war, where a bat- 
tle extended over weeks of time over 
a forty-mile front, Including many vil- 
lages, and sometimes several objec- 
tives In the shape of big towna, the 
difficulty of naming a battle with a 
name that It universally recognlied la 
extreme. 

The names which have actually set- 
tled down completely and taken their 
place* In hlatory are the battle of the 
Marne, the two battle* of Tprea, the 
battle of Verdun, the battle of the 
Bight, the battle of Jutland, the bat- 
tle of the Somme, and that seems al- 
most all. 

The battles of the later phases of 
the war hare hardly settled down to a 
name yet. Probably the bsttle In 
which the Vlrny ridge was stormed 
will be known aa Arraa; but the bat- 
tle of alesalnes will probably be a 
•ticker, Ju«t as the Chemin des Domes 
will live In French annals for all 
times. 

Perhaps the great battle which «t 
the time seemed disastrous to British 
arms, commencing on March 21, 1018. 
will go down to history as the battle 
of Amiens, while the battle of Oam- 
bral may stand for all that heroic re-

While President Wilson, l.lo.vd 
George nnd other statesmen nre talk- 
ing of a league of nntlons the follow- 
ing, taken from Thomas I'nlne's "The 
nights of Man." Is historical : 

"It was attributed to Henry IV of 
France, n man of nn enlarged nnd be- 
nevolent heart, that he purposed about 
1010 a plan of nhollshlug war In Kn- 
rope. The plan consisted In construct- 
ing an Enropean congress, or, as 
French authors styl* It. a pacific re- 
public ; by appointing delegates from 
the several nations, who were to act 
nr. a court of arbitration In any dis- 
putes thst might arise between na- 
tion nnd nation. 

"Had the plan been adopted nt the 
time It was proposed the taxes of Kng- 
lann and France, as two of the parties, 
would hsve been at least ten millions 
sterling annually to each nation less 
than they were at the commencement 
of the French Revolution." 

Here Is also part of a letter ad- 
dressed to Lafayette from Paine. Feb- 
ruary 9. 1792: 

"If you make a campaign the ensu- 
ing -spring, which Is moat probable 
th< re will he no occasion for, I will 
lotm snd Join you. Should the cam- 
| palgn commence, I hope It will ter- 
minate In the extinction of German 
despotism and establishing the free- 
dom of nil Oermany. When France 
I shall br attrrounded with revolutions 
she will be In peace and aafety and 
her taxes, as well as those of Ger- 
will consequently become less."

The finding of aome statue* In 
ancient Oreek tomb la an opp.irtnnlt.v 
for comparing the comedian' of old i 
time* with those of today. The stat- 
ues are believed to date back to the | 
fourth century B. O. The.v are qultf | 
small— In fact, few of them mensure j 
moro than six inches in height — but j 
owing to the careful ssodellol they | 
are atlll quite lifelike In spite of ; 
their extreme nge. These little flg- | 
ores represent the funny men of that 
time, and It Is curious to note the re- 
semblance to the oddities of Charlie 
Chaplin. 

One associates flowing rol>en ami 
stately walk with the Greek actor*, 
hut these players are shown wear- 
ing short trousers and with an ob- 
vious caricature of a stately gait. 
Nothing was sacred from these come- 
dians; even the greatest men of the 
day were subjects for their wit, whleh 
they carried to extreme*. A gi>o<l ex- 
ample of this Is a statue of one of the 
funny men as Hercules, who waa uni- 
versally admired and venerated In an- 
cient Greece. He Is shown wearing 
his leopard akin lightly over one 
shoulder, with his finger in hi* 
mouth, looking coquetttshly round 
him.

He does not go hungry, how- 
ever, because his neighbor* have some, 
and he lives on his neighbors. Every- 
thing Is divided up tin* way. If nil 
the villagers tire good hunters, their 
supplies Inst a long time, but if soma 
are poor hnnlers, the clever fellow 
HMMt shnre with them. 

An Eskimo does not ent three meals 
n day and sleep at regular Intervals. 
He entfi when he Is hungry, and sleeps 
when he is sleepy, and he puts It off 
as loop as he can. so that he will en- 
Joy It al! the more. He will go around 
for six hours tnlklng about lmw hungry 
he Is. and then he will set to work 
and eat ail he can. It is the same 
way with sleeping. He will go with- 
out sleep for 48 hours, and when he 
cannot keep his eyes open any longer 
he turns in for a 24-hour snooze.—
